Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Ernest Buff on June 21, 2004 to change the grammatical errors in the claims and for clarification 
purposes. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 15, line 3, delete "ingredient" and insert "ingredients". 

In claim 15, line 3 delete "species selected from the group consisting". 

In claim 1 5, line 3 insert "a" after "of and before " 2,2' " 

In claim 15, line 4, replace "and" with "and a". 

In claim 15, line 5 delete "for a period sufficient to end the infection". 
Claim 15 should read: A method for the treatment of nail infections comprising: 
periodically applying to the infected nail a composition comprising: 

a) as active ingredients at least one of a 2,2' - (alkyldioxy) bis-(alkyl- 1,3,2 - 
dioxaborinane) and a 2,2'-oxybis(alkyl-l,3,2- dioxaborinane), said active ingredient ranging from 
about 0. 1 wt% to 25wt% of the composition; 

b) at least one member selected from the group consisting of white mineral oil, petroleum 
jelly, and paraffin wax; 

for a period sufficient to end the infection. 
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In claim 16, line 2 insert "one of the" before "as" and after "active". Also, delete 
"ingredient" and insert "ingredients". 

In claim 16, lines 2-3 delete "at least one member selected from the group consisting". 
In claim 16, line 2 change "Claim" to "claim". 
In claim 16, line 4 delete "and" and insert "or". 

Claim 16 should read: A method for the treatment of nail infections as recited by claim 
15 wherein the composition applied comprises as one of the active ingredients 2,2' - (1- 
methyltrimethylene dioxy) bis - (4- methyl- 1, 3, 2-dioxaborinane) or 2,2' - oxybis (4, 4, 6 - 
trimethyl-1, 3, 2-dioxaborinane). 

Reasons for Allowance

teaches the known biocidal activity of organo-boron compounds, however the closest prior art 
does not teach nor fairly suggest the treatment of nail infections utilizing the combination of 
instant organo-boron compounds.
